(A P)- King Ferdinand, of Bourn ani**, 
breathing “I feel very tired,” as he 
lay in the arms of his wife. Queen 
Marie, died peacefully at 2:15 o’clock 
this morning. 
II * left the throne to young Prince 
Michael who becomes king in a pr ><•- 
tarnation at I o’clock this afternoon. 
The little mince, not yet 6, is l^u* son 
of former Grown Prince Carol 
who 
renounced his right to the throne 
in 1925 and has already been notified 
by the government that it intends to 
abide by the decree accepting his re­ 
nunciation. 
The royal power, however, will Lo 
i xeroxed by a regent. 
The government soon 
after, the 
king’s death 
issued a proclamation 
lauding Ferdinand as “the first king 
of Greater Roumania,” and calli ag 
upon the nation to gather with love 
and confidence in the country’s desti­ 
nies around young King Michael. 
With him as he died, in additum to 
the queen, were his daughter. Queen 
Mar ie of Jugo Slavia, the former King 
and Queen of Greece, Prince Nicholas 
and the Princess 
Henna. 
Former 
Crown Prince Carol, exiled in Paris, 
was the only child of the royal family 
missing. 
A national assembly was culled for 
this afternoon to take the oath of 
Queen Marie, th.* queen mother, Prin­ 
cess Elizabeth and for the recency 
council which consists of the patri­ 
archs, Prince Nicholas and justices of 
the supreme court. 
The king's funeral probably will be 
held Saturday with burial at Cutten 
de Arges, where the body of Rou­ 
manian former kings lie entombed.

ern part of the park. 
The old furnace was bu’lt by Thad­ 
deus Stevens about 1857 and gave em ­ 
ployment to several hundred men, liv­ 
ing in that community.

ducted this furnace in connection with 
hic other establishment at Maria Fur­ 
nace, at Iron Springs. 
The Caledonia furnace stood until 
June 2G, 1863, when it was destroy­ 
ed by a raiding party under the com­

hot streak, and that streak is what 
we call lightning.

(A Y )—The end of seven 
years of w aiting in the shadow of the 
electric chair is in sight 
for 
Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti. 
The result of the latest, and pos­ 
sibly the last fight to save the lives 
of the 
internationally 
known 
pair, 
who claim 
they 
were 
convicted 
of 
m urder because they were radicals, is 
expected soon. 
The long struggle in 
the 
M assa­ 
chusetts 
courts 
ended 
last 
April 
when Judge 
W ebster 
T hayer 
sen­ 
tenced the men to die during the week 
of July IO. 
They had been convicted 
of m urdering a paym aster and his 
guard during a robbery in 1020. 
Then the eyes of the world turned 
to 
Governor 
Alvan 
T. 
Fuller, 
of 
M assachusetts, when Vanzetti, in a 
long written plea, asked him, not for 
a “pardon,” but for “justice." 
Accom­ 
panying the plea were five affidavits 
by persons who affirmed th a t Judge 
Thayer, during the trial, had spoken 
outside the court room in language 
that 
showed 
he 
was 
prejudiced 
against the defendants. 
The governor assumed the task of 
reviewing the evidence, and also ques­ 
tioned the jurors who brought in the 
verdict of guilty. 
He worked with 
an advisory board consisting of P res­ 
ident A Lawrence Lowell of H a r­ 
vard university, President Samuel W. 
Stratton of the M assachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology, and Judge Robert 
Grant. 
When it became evident th a t the 
work of reviewing the evidence would 
not be accomplished before the week 
in which Sacco and Vanzetti were sen­ 
tenced 
to 
die, 
Governor 
Fuller 
granted a respite until the week of 
August IO. In the meantime, the com­ 
mittee visited and 
made 
m easure­ 
ments at 
the scene where Frederick 
A. Parmentcr, the paym aster, and his 
guard, 
Allesandro 
Berardelli, 
were 
shot to death. 
They also examined 
witnesses who testified at the trial 
and questioned members of the jury, 
ll of whom are still alive. 
William 
G. 
Thompson, 
defense 
counsel, was invited to present any 
new witnesses and any new evidence 
he had. 
This move was interpreted 
in some quarters as indicating a de­ 
sire on the part of the committee to 
investigate a line of defense that was 
excluded by the various courts under 
rules of evidence binding them. 
No other criminal case in the his­ 
tory of M assachusetts ever attracted 
such world-wide attention as th a t of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. 
F o r seven years 
the men, themselves, steadfastly pro­ 
tested their innocence, 
basing 
their 
battle for lil*erty on 
the contention 
that they did not have a 
fair 
trial. 
They declared th at 
they were tried 
while “ Red” hysteria 
was 
at 
its 
height, and were condemned because 
of their admitted radicalism, and be­ 
cause they had been d raft evaders 
during the war. 
In dramatic court room statem ents, 
just before .Judge Thayer sentenced 
them, Sacco and Vanzetti accused him 
of prejudice and of influencing the 
jury against them. 
The judge had 
thrice denied motions for a new trial, 
and the M assachusetts supreme court 
had overruled exceptions. 
During 
the 
trial, 
sym pathizers 
throughout 
the 
world raised more 
than $250,000 for the defense. 
F r e ­ 
quently, when decisions were returned 
against the 
defendants, 
dem onstra­ 
tions occurred in 
foreign 
countries. 
United States embassies in Europe 
and South America were bombed and 
strikes were called. The vacant home 
of one of the principal witnesses for 
the prosecution was 
wrecked 
by 
a 
bomb. Judg T hayer and other judges 
of the Massachusetts superior and su­ 
preme 
courts 
were 
placed 
under 
guard. 
Thousands 
of 
communications 
from all over the world reached the 
governor, some asking intervention i 
and some opposing 
it. 
Cablegrams ! 
from officials of foreign governm ents 
urged 
him 
to 
exercise 
executive 
clemency. 
Among the communica­ 
tions were several letters threatening 
the governor with death if Sacco and 
Vanzetti were executed. 
The bf*, of a third man, doomed to 
death, has been prolonged 
by 
the 
lengthy court proceedings and the a p ­ 
peal to the governor during the past 


IM months. 
He is Celestine Madeiros, 
convicted 
of 
m urdering 
a 
bank * 
cashier at W rentham , M assachusetts, 
during an attem pted holdup. 
Madeiros, while in 
jail, 
made 
a 
statem ent tending to exonerate Sacco 
and Vanzetti of the crime, and ac­ 
cusing the “ Morelli gang 
of 
Provi­ 
dence, Rhode Island,” of the murders. 
Madeiros asserted that he was a s­ 
sociated with the gang. 
His statem ent 
made* 
one 
of 
the 
grounds of the defense in its appeal 
for a new trial. 
The possibility th a t 
he m ight act as 
a witness resulted in 
several respites 
being granted him. 
He is now under sentence to die d u r­ 
ing the same week as Sacco and Vun- 
zetti.
